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INTRODUCTORY 

* 

The  year  1940  marks  the  Three  Hundredth  Anniversary  of  the  land¬ 
ing  in  Plymouth  Colony  of  WILLIAM  WELLMAN,  the  first  of  the  Wellman 
family  to  leave  the  shores  of  old  England,  and  arrive  in  America. 

Such  an  historical  event,  both  in  the  annals  of  our  own  family,  as 
well  as  in  the  early  history  of  America,  of  which  this  family  had  its 
share,  is  sufficient  reason  for  casting  back  over  the  years,  and  set¬ 
ting  down  a  brief  outline  of  some  of  the  characters  and  incidents  in 
its  long  history.  This  genealogical  outline  has  not  been  prepared 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  a  complete  genealogy  of  the  descendants  of 
William  Wellman,  or  Ethan  Allen,  whose  ancestors  also  run  back  to 
early  times  but  refers  only  to  the  eleven  generations  in  my  own  fami¬ 
ly  line. 

Most  people  at  some  period  in  their  life  develop  to  a  greater 
or  less  degree  a  desire  or  curiosity  to  know  something  of  their  an¬ 
cestry,  however  humble  it  may  have  been,  but  the  tracing  out  of  one's 
family  history  over  a  period  of  three  hundred  years  is  a  task  that 
few  attempt,  involving  as  it  does  much  historical  research,  and  the 
running  down  of  many  clues.  The  genesis  of  this  desire  on  the  part 
of  the  writer  goes  back  some  forty-three  years  to  the  time  of  a 
visit  paid  to  my  Grandfather,  Ethan  Allen,  III,  then  residing  in  Wis¬ 
consin,  however  little  was  accomplished  until  the  year  1928,  when 
active  research  was  commenced  on  both  the  Wellman  and  Allen  lines, 
which  work  has  been  continued  until  the  present  time. 

The  Wellman-Alien  Line  has  been  prepared  with  the  hope  that  such 
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data  as  has  been  obtained  may  be  of  some  interest  and  value  to  pres¬ 
ent  and  future  generations  of  my  family.  Considerable  historical  and

biographical  material  has  been  omitted  and  essential  facts  and  avail¬ 
able  dates  only  have  been  included  in  this  outline.  It  is  my  hope 
that  some  younger  member  of  my  family  may  at  some  future  time  take  up 
and  continue  this  family  history. 

Acknowledgment  is  here  given  to  the  many  members  of  both  the 
Wellman  and  Allen  families,  and  to  all  others,  who  have  so  freely 
furnished  valuable  data,  without  which  even  this  brief  outline  would 
not  have  been  possible.  Special  mention  should  be  made  to  the  valu¬ 
able  records,  letters  and  data  collected  by  the  late  Rev.  Joshua 
Wellman,  D.  D.,  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  author  of  "Descendants  of 
Thomas  Wellman",  to  which  the  writer  was  given  free  access,  and  to 
the  results  of  his  extended  research  on  the  Wellman  family  in  England 
Also  to  the  numerous  original  letters  and  data,  now  in  the  writer’s 
possession,  collected  by  the  late  Chief  Justice  Russell  S.  Taft  of 
Vermont,  and  Miss  Clara  Louise  Sands  of  Connecticut,  both  descendants 
of  the  William  Wellman  family.  The  records  and  original  data  collect 
ed  by  the  late  Dewitt  Clinton  Wellman,  and  the  personal  interviews 
and  correspondence  with  the  late  Miss  Alma  Allen,  have  all  been  most 
valuable  in  supplying  author' tative  information  in  connection  with 
both  the  Wellman  and  Allen  families.

English  Background 

Generation  William  Wellman,  the  founder  of  this  branch  of 

I .  the  Wellman  family  in  America,  whose  exact  date  and 

place  of  birth  is  as  yet  unknown,  undoubtedly  originated 

from  one  of  the  numerous  Wellman  families  who  lived  in 

Somersetshire,  England,  in  the  16th  and  17th  centuries.  A  study  of 

the  Somersetshire  Parish  Records  commencing  as  early  as  the  year 

1560,  show  numerous  Wellmans  living  in  that  part  of  England.  Rev. 

« 

Joshua  Wellman,  D.  D.,  in  his  summary  of  English  research  on  the 
Wellman  family  says:  MA  great  number  of  Wellman  families  were  domi¬ 
ciled  in  Somersetshire  in  the  16th  and  17th  centuries  as  may  be  in¬ 
ferred  from  the  fact  that  they  are  found  to  have  dwelt  at  Crewkerne, 
Misterton,  Lopen,  Cudworth,  Chaff combe,  Knowle,  Crickett-Malberbie , 
Ilchester,  Ilminister,  Taunton,  and  other  places.  At  none  of  these 
places,  except  Taunton,  Knowle,  Misterton,  and  Crewkerne  are  regis¬ 
ters  of  baptisms,  marriages  and  burials  found  extant  until  long 
after  16^0,  so  that  any  hope  of  tracing  a  succession  of  persons  from 
that  source  cannot  be  entertained.  There  are  to  be  met  with  traces 
of  so  many  Thomas  Wellmans  living  in  Somersetshire  in  the  early  part 
of  the  17th  century  that  the  name  alone  supplies  no  sufficient 
identification.  This  remark  applies  with  equal  force  to  William 
Wellman,  the  other  emigrant  to  New  England.”  The  Thomas  Wellman  re¬ 
ferred  to  by  Dr.  Wellman  is  thought  to  have  come  over  from  England 
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about  the  same  time,  or  perhaps  somewhat  later,  than  William  Wellman, 
and  settled  near  Lynn,  Mass.  It  has  been  claimed  by  some  authorities 
that  William  and  Thomas  Wellman  were  brothers,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  they  both  undoubtedly  originated  from  the  same  locality  in 
Somersetshire,  and  came  to  New  England  at  about  the  same  time,  how¬ 
ever  there  is  no  evidence  that  they  ever  visited  each  other  after 
arrival  in  New  England.  The  descendants  of  Thomas  Wellman  in  America 
have  been  numerous,  many  of  them  attaining  distinction  during  the 
past  three  hundred  years,  which  may  be  attested  by  reference  to  the 
excellent  genealogy  of  that  branch  of  the  Wellman  family  prepared  by 
Dr.  Joshua  Wellman  of  Boston,  Mass. 

The  Parish  Register  for  Crewkerne,  Somersetshire,  for  example, 
from  1560  to  1697,  gives  the  names  of  nine  members  of  the  Wellman 
name  who  married  during  that  time,  including  that  of  a  William  Well¬ 
man  to  Joanne  Mydwinter  on  April  29,  1624*  It  is  probable  that 
William  Wellman  was  born  between  1610  and  1625,  as  it  is  believed 
that  he  married  his  first  wife  in  England. 

During  the  summer  of  1640,  William  Wrellman ,  together  with  a  con¬ 
siderable  party  of  other  Puritan  emigrants  under  the  leadership  of 
the  Rev.  Richard  Blynman,  embarked  probably  from  the  port  of  Bristol, 
England,  for  the  New  England  across  the  Atlantic.  Blynman’ s  party 
was  known  or  referred  to  in  the  records  as  "the  Welsh  party”,  some  of 
its  members  doubtless  coming  from  Wales,  or  Monmouthshire  bordering 
on  Wales  proper . 

But  the  question  naturally  arises  as  to  the  character  and  sta¬ 
tion  in  life  of  the  members  of  this  party  of  Puritans  seeking  freedom 
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in  England,  several  well  known  families  of  Wellmans,  descendants  of 
the  Somersetshire  Wellmans  who  retain  the  old  spelling  of  the  name  as 
Welman*

Wrilliam  Wellman ,  as  a  member  of  Rev.  Richard  Blynman's  party, 
arrived  on  the  shores  of  New  England  during  the  summer  of  I64O,  settl¬ 
ing  first  at  Greenes  Harbor  in  the  Plymouth  Colony.  Perhaps  the 
quaint  and  terse  original  words  as  entered  in  Governor  Winthrop’s 
Journal,  as  to  this  event  may  describe  their  arrival  and  subsequent 
settlement  better  than  modern  language  can  relate.  Governor  Winthrop 
states  in  his  Journal:  "One  Mr.  Blinman,  a  minister  in  Wales,  a  god¬ 
ly  and  able  man,  came  over  with  some  friends  of  his,  and  being  in¬ 
vited  to  Green’s  Harbor  (now  Marshfield)  near  Plymouth,  they  went 
thither,  but  ere  the  year  was  expired  there  fell  out  some  difference 
among  them  which  by  no  means  could  be  reconciled,  so  as  they  agreed 
to  part,  and  he  came  with  his  company  and  sat  down  at  Cape  Anne, 
which  at  this  Court  was  established  to  be  a  plantation,  and  called 
G.1  oucester  „ " 

The  earliest  town  records  of  Gloucester  show  that  William  Well¬ 
man  was  among  its  first  settlers  and  lot  owners.  These  records  also 
prove  that  he  had  married,  either  in  England  or  after  arrival  in 
America,  the  maiden  name  of  his  first  wife  being  Saddler.  His  wife’s 
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father,  also  a  first  settler  of  Gloucester,  is  referred  to  in  the 
town  records  as  Major  John  Saddler,  "the  father-in-law  of  William 
Wellman.”  The  date,  place  of  marriage,  and  the  date  of  his  first 
wife's  death  is  unknown.  Apparently  no  children  resulted  from  this 
marriage,  as  no  mention  can  be  found  of  any  children  by  his  first 
wife . 

In  1649  William  Wellman  married  second,  Elizabeth  Spencer,  daugh 
ter  of  William  Spencer,  a  merchant,  who  had  come  over  several  years 
previous  to  Wellman,  and  who  had  first  settled  at  New  Town,  as  Cam¬ 
bridge,  Mass,  was  then  called.  Spencer  later  became  one  of  the  first 
settlers  and  founders  of  Hartford,  Conn.  In  1650  Rev.  Blynman,  ori- 
ginal  leader  of  the  party,  removed  to  Pequot,  the  Indian  name  of  the 

present  city  of  New  London,  Connecticut,  at  which  place  he  became 

' 

minister  of  the  church.  Some  thirty  families,  who  had  been  living 

' 

in  Gloucester,  including  William  Wellman ,  followed  their  leader  to 

, 

Pequot,  where  they  were  given  grants  of  land  and  otherwise  made  wel¬ 
come  in  their  new  home. 


It  is  evident from  the  public  records  now  available,  that  Well¬ 
man  was  engaged  in  coastwise  trading  and  shipping,  owning  one  or  more 
trading  ships,  and  becoming  part  owner  of  the  ship  "New  London  Tryall 
built  in  New  London  in  1661,  it  being  the  first  trading  ship  to  have 
been  built  in  New  London.  Shortly  after  settling  in  New  London, 
Wellman  acquired  additional  land  situated  on  what  is  now  known  as  the 
old  Colchester  road  and  located  about  four  miles  North  of  New  London, 
Connecticut.  Here  he  erected  a  home,  built  of  hewn  planking  from 
trees  cut  in  the  adjacent  forest.  Close  by  the  house  was  an  old 
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stoned  up  well  with  the  customary  well  sweep  and  bucket.  On  his  re¬ 
moval  ,to  Killingworth ,  Connecticut,  in  1664,  he  sold  this  property  to 
Richard  Dart,  founder  of  the  Dart  family  in  America;  the  deed  being 
recorded  on  September  12,  1664.  The  house  and  property  remained  in 
the  possession  of  the  Dart  family  for  some  250  years,  and  the  house 
remained  intact  until  destroyed  by  fire  about  1930,  it  then  being 
credited  with  being  the  second  oldest  house  in  the  State  of  Connecti¬ 
cut  . 

In  an  article  entitled  "The  Old  Whaling  Port”  by  Charlotte  M. 
Holloway,  published  in  the  "Connecticut  Quarterly  Magazine"  for  1897, 
is  a  detailed  description  and  cut  of  the  old  William  Wellman  home  as 
it  appeared  in  that  year.  She  writes  in  part  as  follows:  "Neither 
within,  nor  without  has  modernity  left  its  fingers  on  the  time  defy¬ 
ing  timbers.  As  it  stood  in  1664  and  earlier,  so  it  stands  today 
(1897),  disdaining  all  connections  with  the  present,  a  sentinel  of 
the  past  in  the  romatic  and  secluded  valley  where  the  strong  and 
hopeful  husband  reared  it  for  the  home  of  youth  and  age.  In  the 
center  is  a  massive  stone  chimney.  The  windows  are  few  and  many 
paned  and  the  heavy  door  could  resist  a  battering  ram.  Quaint  as  is 
the  exterior,  the  interior  appeals  more  strongly  to  the  antiquarian. 
It  takes  one  mentally  to  the  days  of  Sassacus  and  one  looks  for  the 
muskets  which  should  hang  on  the  walls.  The  hewn  rafters  are  black 
with  age,  the  floors,  wide  planked  and  paintless,  the  walls  and 
ceiling  always  guiltless  of  plaster  and  paper,  the  tapering  corner 
posts,  the  wide  mouthed  fire  place,  with  its  old  irons,  make  a  pic¬ 
ture  not  often  seen  in  the  19th  century." 
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For  fourteen  years,  from  1650  to  1664.,  William  Wellman  with  his 
wife  Elizabeth  lived  in  the  new  settlement  of  New  London,  and  here 
five  of  their  children  were  born.  Historical  and  public  records,  now 
yellow  with  age,  record  that  Wellman  took  an  active  part  in  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  New  London,  and  occupied  a  position  above  the  average  of 
its  inhabitants.  In  1658  he  was  made  a  Freeman  of  the  Colony  of 
Connecticut . 

Due  probably  to  the  more  favorable  advantages  offered  of  settle¬ 
ment  further  West,  and  again  in  virgin  territory,  Wellman  removed  in 
166/f  to  a  new  town  first  known  as  Kenilworth,  named  after  Kenilworth, 
England,  original  home  of  Edward  Griswold,  one  of  the  new  town’s 
founders,  and  later  called  Ki llingworth .  The  new  town  or  Plantation 
as  it  was  then  called  was  located  bordering  on  Long  Island  Sound, 
the  name  of  the  town  now  being  Clinton,  Connecticut.  Here  Wellman, 
together  v/ith  some  thirty  other  original  settlers,  were  given  grants 
of  land  and  house  lots,  and  again  founded  a  home  for  himself  and 
family.  His  three  last  children  were  born  in  Killingworth .  He  died 
on  August  9,  1671,  leaving  a  will  and  inventory  of  his  Estate,  the 
originals  of  which  are  now  in  the  Connecticut  State  Library  at  Hart¬ 
ford  Connecticut.  From  a  perusal  of  his  will,  and  inventory  of  his 
estate  which  accompanies  it,  it  will  be  found  that  he  was  a  man  of 
more  than  ordinary  standing  in  his  community  for  that  period.  De¬ 
scendants  of  outstanding  importance,  bearing  the  Wellman  name,  are 
still  living  in  the  town  of  Clinton,  and  other  parts  of  Connecticut. 

Elizabeth  Spencer,  William  Wellman’ s  second  wife,  and  the  mother 
of  his  eight  children,  was  a  woman  of  more  than  ordinary  birth  and 
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character  as  her  history  shows.  Her  father,  William  Spencer,  came 
over  from  England  about  1630,  becoming  a  resident  of  New  Town,  now 
Cambridge,  Massachusetts.  The  records  indicate  that  he  was  personal 
ly  known  to  Governor  Winthrop  before  his  departure  for  America,  and 
was  apparently  a  man  of  some  property  in  England.  Shortly  after  his 
arrival  in  Boston,  he  established  himself  as  a  merchant  in  New  Town. 
He  became  a  Representative  to  the  General  Court  in  1634-7,  and  was 
also  one  of  the  original  founders  and  members  of  the  Ancient  and 
Honourable  Artillery  Company  of  Massachusetts,  founded  in  1637,  his 
name  being  the  fourth  named  on  the  original  charter,  and  the  sixteen 
th  signature  on  the  original  membership  roll.  This  military  company 
is  still  considered  one  of  the  most  distinguished  military  bodies  in 
the  United  States,  and  membership  in  its  ranks  is  highly  prized,  its 
headquarters  being  in  Old  Faneuil  Hall,  Boston. 

About  1c39,  Spencer  removed  to  the  new  settlement  at  Hartford, 
Connecticut,  v;here  he  became  active  in  local  and  colonial  affairs. 

He  became  Selectman  of  Hartford,  Deputy  to  the  General  Court,  and 
was  appointed'  as  one  of  a  committee  of  three  to  revise  the  laws  of 
the  colony  of  Connecticut.  He  died  in  1640,  leaving  a  will,  the 
original  of  which  is  now  on  record.  His  ancestors  have  been  definit 
ly  traced  in  England  back  to  one  John  Spencer,  who  lived  about  1475* 

Elizabeth  Spencer  Wellman,  who  survived  her  husband,  married 
second,  on  May  23,  1672,  Jacob  Joy,  from  which  union  four  children 
were  torn,  namely,  Deborah,  Jacob,  Walter  and  Mary  Joy.  The  date  of 
her  death  has  not  been  verified.

Generation  II. 

WILLIAM  TOLLMAN  (William) ,  was  born  in  New  London,  Connecticut,  in 
l66l ,  and  became  a  resident  of  Killingworth  (Clinton),  Connecticut, 
following  his  father’s  removal  to  Killingworth  in  1664.  In  some  of 
the  old  records  he  is  referred  to  as  "Sargeant”  William  Wellman, 
which  probably  signified  that  he  was  connected  with  some  military 
company. 

He  married  in  1691,  Elizabeth  Joy,  also  of  Killingworth.  Both 
were  life  long  members  of  the  Congregational  Church  of  Killingworth, 
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which  was  established  in  1662.  His  wife  Elizabeth  died  January  5, 
1729,  aged  68  years.  He  married  second  on  June  25,  1730,  Elizabeth 
Griswold,  widow  of  Isaac  Griswold  of  Killingworth .  She  died  on 
October  27,  1732.  William  Wellman  died  on  August  23,  1736,  aged  75 
years,  leaving  the  following  children  by  his  first  wife,  Elizabeth 
Joy  We liman:

GENERATION  III. 

CAPTAIN  GIDEON  WELLMAN  (William,  William),  was  born  at  Killingworth, 
Connecticut  on  Marcy  8,  1696.  He  married  on  April  4,  1721,  Concur¬ 
rence  Hull,  born  in  1693,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Hannah  Sheather 
Hull,  and  grand-daughter  of  Josias  Hull,  one  of  the  early  settlers 
of  Killingworth,  and  the  founder  of  the  Hull  family  in  America. 
Captain  Gideon  Wellman,  as  his  title  indicates,  followed  the  sea. 
Concurrence  Hull  Wellman  died  on  February  14,  1740.  Captain  Gideon 
married  as  his  second  wife,  on  February  13,  1741,  Rebecca  Doud.  So 
far  as  is  known  Captain  Gideon  was  a  resident  of  Killingworth  all 
his  life.  There  were  no  children  born  from  his  second  marriage.

GENERATION  IV. 


CAPTAIN  BARNABAS  WELLMAN  (Captain  Gideon,  William,  William) ,  was 
born  June  17,  1730  at  Killingworth,  Connecticut.  He  died  in  1766. 

He  married  on  April  7,  1752,  Sarah  Wrard,  daughter  of  Peter,  and  great 
grand-daughter  of  Andrew  Ward,  the  first  member  of  the  Ward  family  to 
come  to  America. 

Captain  Barnabas  Wellman,  like  his  father  Captain  Gideon,  fpllow- 
ed  the  sea.  It  is  known  that  he  made  several  voyages  between  America 
and  China  and  other  far  distant  ports,  trading  in  the  products  of  the 
countries  visited.  On  one  voyage  to  China,  he  had  made  and  brought 
home  a  complete  set  of  china  ware  with  a  picture  of  his  ship  on  each 
piece,  which  were  long  preserved  in  the  Wellman  family.  Sarah  Ward, 
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his  wife,  also  came  of  a  long  line  of  English  ancestors,  including 
Sir  Richard  Ward  of  Harleston  and  Hamersfield,  Suffolk,  England; 
Sir  Roger  Greenville,  and  Edmund  Sherman  of  Dedham,  the  ancestor 
of  the  well  known  Sherman  family  in  America.  Henry  Ward  Beecher 
was  also  a  descendant  of  her  family.

GENERATION  V. 


BARNABAS  WELLMAN  (Captain  Barnabas,  Captain  Gideon,  William,  William) , 
was  born  in  Killingworth ,  Connecticut,  on  September  15,  1756,  son  of 
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Captain  Barnabas  and  Sarah  Ward  Wellman.  He  married  September  11, 
1780,  Lois  Page  of  New  Fairfield,  Connecticut.  She  died  in  Busti, 
Chautauqua  County,  New  York,  on  December  29,  1823,  and  her  husband 
Barnabas  Wellman  died  in  Ashville,  New  York,  in  his  ninety-first 
year  of  age,  on  March  8,  1847,  both  being  buried  in  the  Wellman  Road 
Cemetery. 

Following  his  marriage,  and  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War, 
Barnabas  and  his  wife,  both  of  whom  had  been  born  and  raised  in  Con¬ 
necticut,  moved  Westward  into  Oneida  County,  New  York,  where  they 
remained  for  some  years.  In  1811,  Barnabas  moved  with  his  family  to 
the  North-West  part  of  the  town  of  Busti  in  Chautauqua  County,  New 
York,  purchasing  lot  No.  38.  At  this  early  date,  Chautauqua  County 
was  just  being  opened  up  for  settlement,  and  a  large  part  of  the 
County  was  virgin  territory.  Barnabas,  together  with  his  five  sons, 
who  later  also  settled  in  the  same  neighborhood,  became  the  nucleus 
of  a  considerable  settlement  along  what  was  soon  afterwards  desig¬ 
nated  the  "Wellman  Road",  which  name  it  still  bears.  The  road  ter¬ 
minates  at  its  eastern  end  in  the  village  of  AshTille,  one  of  the 
oldest  settlements  in  the  County.  Contemporaneous  with  and  following 
the  settlement  of  Barnabas  Wellman  in  1811,  many  other  settlers 
purchased  land  in  the  town  of  Busti,  and  in  the  adjoining  town  of 
Harmony,  nearly  all  of  whom  had  originally  migrated  from  Vermont  or 
Connecticut.  Among  such  well  known  early  settlers  were  Arthur  P. 
Nichols,  Daniel  Sherman,  who  became  the  first  Supervisor  of  the  town 
of  Busti,  Ethan  Allen  II,  father  of  Ethan  Allen  III,  Captain  Elijah 
Burt,  William  Bullock,  Josiah  Hubbard,  William  Kelso  and  John  B„ 
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Smiley,  all  of  whom  became  connected  with  either  the  Wellman  or  Allen 
families.  The  Congregational  Church  in  Ashville  was  also  organized 
in  1820;  the  names  of  John  Wellman  and  his  wife  appearing  among  its 
first  members. 

Shortly  after  getting  settled  on  his  farm,  the  War  of  1812  was 
declared,  and  Barnabas,  now  in  his  56th  year  of  age,  again  donned 
his  old  Revolutionary  War  uniform,  shouldered  his  musket,  and  went 
to  the  front  to  join  in  the  defense  of  Buffalo  against  the  British 
forces.  Still  in  possession  of  the  Josiah  Allen  family,  is  an  old 
snare  drum  in  excellent  condition,  given  to  Josiah  Allen,  when  he 
was  a  young  man,  by  Ford  Wellman,  son  of  Barnabas  Wellman,  and  it  is 
believed  that  this  drum  had  been  used  in  the  War  of  1812,  possibly 
during  the  Revolutionary  War,  as  Barnabas  served  as  a  Drum-Major  in 
Washington's  Army  during  the  Revolution. 

Barnabas  Wellman  had  long  and  honorable  service  in  the  American 
Revolution,  as  the  official  records  now  on  file  with  the  War  Depart¬ 
ment  will  attest.  He  first  enlisted  in  Killingworth ,  Connecticut  in 
April  1775,  he  then  being  nineteen  years  of  age,  for  30  days  service 
under  Captain  Aaron  Stevens  for  the  Lexington  alarm;  re-enlisted  in 
January  1776  for  one  year  in  Captain  Humphrey's  Company,  Colonel 
Webb's  Regiment,  and  was  present  and  took  part  in  the  battle  of 
Trenton  on  Christmas  day,  December  25,  1776.  He  again  re-enlisted 
on  January  3,  1777  for  three  years,  and  was  appointed  Drummer  in 
Captain  Aaron  Stevens*  Company  of  the  7th  Regiment  of  Foot  (also 
known  as  the  7th  Connecticut),  under  Colonel  Heman  Swift,  and  on 
January  20,  1779  was  appointed  Drum-Major  of  his  regiment.  For  some-

you  will  find  below  the  desired  information  as  contained  in  his  ( oV  hr> 
whlowS^s)  application  for  pension  on  file  in  this  Bureau. - 
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time  he  was  also  Drum-Major  of  General  Huntington's  Brigade. 

In  September,  1777,  the  7th  Connecticut  Regiment,  under  General 
McDougal  joined  Washington ' s  Army  in  Pennsylvania,  and  fought  at 
Germantown  on  October  4,  1777;  the  regiment  enduring  the  hardships 
of  wintering  at  Valley  Forge  during  the  winter  of  1777-78.  On  June 
28,  1778  his  regiment  took  part  in  the  battle  of  Monmouth,  being 
assigned  to  Hunter's  Brigade.  At  the  expiration  of  his  last  term 
of  service,  he  was  honorably  discharged  at  Morristown  Huts,  New 
Jersey,  on  January  3,  1780.  In  April,  1818,  he  filed  in  Otsego 
County,  New  York,  an  application  for  a  Revolutionary  War  pension, 
which  was  received  in  Washington  on  May  5,  1818,  and  a  pension  of 
$8.00  per  month  was  granted  on  accepted  proof  of  four  years  and 
eight  months  actual  military  service. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  to  mention  here  that  Barnabas  Wellman's 
three  younger  brothers,  Paul,  John  and  James,  all  saw  military  ser¬ 
vice  in  Connecticut  regiments  during  the  Revolution.  It  is  related 
that  when  one  of  Barnabas'  brothers,  who  then  was  barely  17  years 
of  age,  and  short  in  stature,  was  being  first  mustered  into  the  ser¬ 
vice,  that  Barnabas  stood  back  of  him  and  held  him  up  to  increase 
his  apparent  heighth,  so  that  the  mustering  officer  could  see  him 
over  the  shoulders  of  the  man  in  the  front  rank. 

Lois  Page,  wife  of  Barnabas  Wellman,  came  from  the  well  known 
Page  family  of  Connecticut,  and  their  marriage  took  place  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  1780,  following  his  discharge  from  army  service  in  January  of 
the  same  year.  The  exact  date  of  her  birth  is  unknown  but  the  rec¬ 
ord  on  her  tomb  stone  states  that  she  "Died  December  24,  1823,  in 
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the  66th  year  of  her  Age",  so  that  she  was  doubtless  born  in  the 
year  1757.

HOMER  WELLMAN  (Barnabas,  Captain  Barnabas,  Captain  Gideon,  William, 
William),  was  born  in  Oneida  County,  New  York  on  March  9,  1786.  He 

married  on  October _ ,  1810,  Charlotte  Lord,  born  October  20,  1786  in 

Vermont.  He  died  in  Busti,  New  York  on  December  10,  I858,  and  his 
wife  Charlotte  Lord  Wellman  died  in  Busti,  New  York  on  March  18,  1880, 
both  being  buried  in  the  Wellman  Road  Cemetery, 

Homer  WTellman  followed  farming  as  an  occuptation,  and  during  his 
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PIONEER  TAVERN  OF  CHAUTAUQUA  COUNTY— The  Wellman  homestead,  buitt  90  years  aKo. 

On  the  road  from  Ashville  into  Pennsylvania.  It  was  used  as  a  tavern  for  tljjp  accommodation  of  trav¬ 
elers  bound  over  the  old  portage  line  from  Barcelona  harbor  to  Chautauqua  lake  and  the  Allegany  river. 
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life  took  an  active  part  in  the  municipal  affairs  of  his  township 
and  county.  He  was  one  of  the  first  assessors  of  the  town  of  Busti 
in  1823,  and  held  other  offices  in  the  succeeding  years.  He  was 
noted  for  his  hospitality,  and  friend  or  stranger  were  always  welcome 
at  his  fireside.  Some  few  years  ago  Prof.  Floyd  Darrow  of  Brooklyn, 
New  York,  published  an  article  in  the  "Buffalo  Express"  which  des¬ 
cribed  the  old  Homer  Wellman  home,  and  the  hospitality  that  used  to 
pervade  the  old  house  on  the  Wellman  Road.  It  was  still  standing 
after  some  hundred  years  of  active  use.  Charlotte  Lord  Wellman  lived 
to  the  exceptional  age  of  94  years,  and  lived  to  see  her  family  grow 
up  to  full  age.  She  was  a  woman  of  strong  character,  and  was  known 
among  the  family  and  others  as  "Aunt  Lottie". 

When  Homer  Wellman  first  settled  in  Chautauqua  County,  there 
was  not  even  a  bridle  path  leading  to  his  log  cabin  home,  which  pre¬ 
ceded  the  frame  house  here  illustrated.  Indians  and  wolves  alike, 
roamed  the  forests  adjacent  to  his  home,  and  on  one  occasion  when  his 
wife  was  alone  in  the  cabin,  Indians  under  the  influence  of  whiskey 
appeared  at  the  door  and  demanded  flour.  Not  being  satisfied  with 
what  was  given  them,  they  threatened  her  life,  however,  she  picked 
up  a  hatchet,  and  mounting  the  ladder  to  the  loft  overhead,  told  them 
that  she  would  kill  the  first  Indian  that  approached  her.  They  final 
ly  left  the  premises  without  further  trouble,  and  many  times  during 
her  long  life  of  94  years,  she  related  the  above  incident  to  her 
grandch?  ldren .

IRA  ISAM  WELLMAN  (Homer,  Barnabas,  Captain  Barnabas,  Captain  Gideon, 
William,  William),  was  born  on  February  4,  1825  in  Busti,  Chautauqua 
County,  New  York;  he  died  in  Harmony,  Chautauqua  County,  New  York  on 
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September  24,  I864.  He  married  on  April  _ ,  1846,  Eveline  Smiley, 

born  March  22,  1824,  daughter  of  William  and  Sarah  Cooper  Smiley, 
and  granddaughter  of  John  B.  Smiley,  who  served  in  the  Revolutionary 
War.  She  died  in  Jamestown,  New  York,  on  May  14,  1904,  both  she  and 
her  husband  being  buried  in  the  Wellman  Road  Cemetery. 

Ira  Isam  Wellman,  like  his  father  Homer,  became  the  owner  of  a 
farm  in  harmony,  New  York.  Unlike  many  others  of  his  generation, 
however,  he  was  educationally  inclined,  and  while  not  a  college  grad¬ 
uate,  yet  attained  more  than  the  average  education  for  his  day,  be¬ 
coming  one  of  the  leading  school  masters  in  WTestern  New  York.  He 
possessed  at  his  death  a  considerable  library,  consisting  of  many 
volumes  in  Latin,  higher  mathematics,  history  and  political  economy. 
In  I856  he  was  granted  a  certificate  by  the  State  of  New  York,-  ,the 
original  of  which  is  in  the  writer’s  possession,  authorizing  him  to 
teach  in  any  part  of  the  State  of  New  York.  A  considerable  number  01 
volumes  from  his  library,  containing  his  book  plate,  are  still  retail 
ed  in  the  family. 

At  the  age  of  21  years,  he  married  Eveline  Smiley,  daughter  of 
William  and  Sarah  Cooper  Smiley,  her  father  being  of  early  Irish- 
American  descent.  Her  grandfather,  John  B.  Smiley,  was  born  in 
County  Donegal,  Ireland,  and  came  to  America  with  his  father  at  the 
age  of  eleven  years,  served  in  the  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania  force.c 
during  the  Revolutionary  War,  died  in  Busti,  New  York,  and  is  buried 
in  the  Palmiter  Cemetery  in  Busti.  Her  mother,  Sarah  Cooper  Smiley, 
was  a  woman  of  strong  character,  belonging  to  and  inheriting  many  of 
the  traits  of  character  of  the  well  known  Cooper  family  of  Cooperstoy 
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New  York,  made  famous  by  James  Fennimore  Cooper,  the  author  of  "The 
Leather  Stocking  Tales".  Mrs.  Delia  Allen  Tims  has  in  her  posses¬ 
sion  original  large  sized  oval  framed  portraits  of  her  great-grand 
parents,  William  and  Sarah  Cooper  Smiley,  who  both  lived  to  a  good 
old  age. 

Following  the  death  of  her  husband,  Ira  Isam  Wellman,  at  the 
early  age  of  39  years,  Eveline  Smiley  Wellman  was  left  with  a  farm 
and  three  daughters  to  care  for.  On  April  29,  1866,  she  married 
second,  William  Dighton  Wellman,  son  of  Ford  and  Sally  Patchin  Well¬ 
man,  and  grand  son  of  that  staunch  old  Revolutionary  War  patriot, 
Barnabas  Wellman.  William  Dighton  Wellman  was  also  an  own  first 
cousin  of  Ira  Isam  Wellman,  the  first  husband  of  Eveline  Smiley  Wrell- 
man.  Shortly  before  his  second  marriage,  his  first  wife,  Sally 
Patchin  Wellman,  had  died,  leaving  him  four  children,  Warren  Dighton, 
Julia  Elizabeth,  Elmer, Ellsworth  and  Arthur  Martin  Wellman;  the  com¬ 
bined  family  thus  making  seven  children,  the  eldest  Ivagene  and 

/ 

Josephine,  twins,  being  15,  and  the  youngest,  Arthur  Martin  Wellman , 
being  only  two  months  old  at  the  time  of  her  second  marriage*  It  is 
worthy  of  note  that  all  seven  children  composing  this  family  grew  up 
to  mature  years,  married,  entered  business  or  professional  work,  and 
with  one  exception  have  now  all  passed  away.  Julia  Elizabeth  Wellman 
Urmy,  now  (1940) ,  83  years  of  age  is  still  active  and  resides  in  her 
home  in  Los  Angeles,  California,  and  is  among  the  comparatively  few 
American  women  now  living  who  graduated  from  a  medical  college  and 
practiced  medicine  in  the  1880’s*  She  married  on  March  19,  I884,  in 
Los  Angeles,  California,  Henry  N.  Urmy,  D.D.S.,  who  was  born  in  Sel- 
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kirk,  Ontario,  Canada,  and  died  August  27,  1926,  in  Los  Angeles, 

California .

Dr.  Warren  Dighton  Wellman,  her  brother,  also  followed  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  medicine,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  on  September  18,  1937, 
was  the  senior  practicing  physician  in  Jamestown,  New  York.  His 
widow,  Dora  Phelphs  Wellman  of  Jamestown,  New  York,  a  daughter 
Clarice  L.  Wellman  of  New  York  City,  and  a  son  Donald  Phelphs  Well¬ 
man  of  Jamestown,  New  York,  are  (1940)  still  living. 

Elmer  Ellsworth  Wellman  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business  for 
many  years  in  partnership  with  his  two  brothers;  built  the  Wellman 
Building  in  Jamestown,  and  was  promin&nt  in' business  and  banking  af¬ 
fairs  in  Jamestown,  New  York,  until  his  death  on  January  25,  1933* 

His  wife,  Bertha  Fenton  Wellman  and  one  son,  Robert  Fenton  Wellman, 
still  survive,  and  reside  in  New  York  City. 

Arthur  Martin  Wellman,  the  youngest  child  of  William  Dighton 
Wellman,  grew  up  on  the  family  farm,  later  removing  to  Jamestown, 

New  York,  where  he  became  associated  in  business  with  his  two  broth¬ 
ers  until  his  death  on  April  19,  1935.  Arthur  M.  Wellman  left  two 
sons,  Howard  Dighton,  and  Albert  Austin  Wellman,  both  of  whom  are  as¬ 
sociated  in  continuing  their  father’s  business  in  Jamestown,  New  York. 
His  widow,  Ada  Orr  Wellman  survives  (1940)  and  resides  in  Jamestown, 
New  York. 

William  Dighton  Wellman,  father  of  the  above  named  four  children, 
retired  from  farming  in  his  later  years,  and  in  1888  removed  to  James¬ 
town,  New  York,  where  on  December  5,  1695,  he  died,  and  is  buried  in 
the  Wellman  Road  Cemetery.  His  wife,  Eveline  Smiley  Wellman,  surviv¬ 
ed  him  by  nine  years,  passing  away  at  the  age  of  80  years  on  May  14, 
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1904.  Many  pleasant  memories  of  my  Grandfather  Dighton  Wellman  can 

be  recalled;  especially  our  joint  expeditions  in  the  woods  to  gather 

# 

a  mess  of  leeks  in  the  early  spring,  of  which  vegetable  my  Grand¬ 
father  was  especially  fond;  and  then  to  his  appellation  of  "Bub", 
which  in  those  days  was  quite  a  common  name  to  call  a  young  boy. 

Grandmother  Eveline  Smiley  Wellman  possessed  one  of  the  most 
even  and  quiet  dispositions  of  any  one  of  her  age,  and  yet  she  was 
firm  in  her  final  decisions.  She  was  a  great  lover  of  flowers, 
plants,  and  all  kinds  of  things  that  grew  in  the  soil,  and  always 

had  about  her  flowers  in  and  out  of  season.  While  she  was  considera¬ 

bly  below  the  average  heighth,  her  two  sisters,  ’Wealthy"  Ann  Smiley 
Sherman,  and  Adelaide  Smiley  Palmer,  were  tall  and  possessed  many  of 
the  characteristics  of  the  old  Irish  aristocracy,  of  which  their  des¬ 
cent  entitled  them  to  hold.  A  visit  to  the  find  old  country  home  of 
Uncle  Dan  and  Aunt  ’Wealthy"  Ann  Sherman,  overlooking  beautiful  Chau¬ 
tauqua  Lake,  was  an  event  in  the  1890’s.  The  fine  old  furniture  in 
the  home;  the  stately  peacocks,  spreading  their  plumage  in  the  yard; 

the  quick  sharp  notes  of  the  guinea  hens;  the  distant  view  of  the 

placid  waters  of  Chautauqua  Lake,  and  the  genuine  kindliness  of  one’s 
welcome,  was  something  not  soon  erased  from  one's  memory.

1.  Ivagene,  born  August  6,  1851;  married  September 
5,  1877,  Henry  Leonard  Swezey  of  Open 
Meadows,  Chautauqua  County,  New  York,  a 
life  long  farmer  of  that  town.  He  died 
December  17,  1925.  Ivagene  Wellman  Swezey 
attended  public  school,  and  the  Jamestown 
(N.Yj  Union  School  and  Collegiate  Insti¬ 
tute,  following  which  she  taught  school  for 
several  terms.  She  died  July  9,  1921,  leav-  i 
ing  three  sons,  Arthur,  Ernest  and  Leonard, 
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of  which  the  two  eldest  are  now  (1940) 
still  living. 

2.  Josephine,  a  twin  of  her  sister  Ivagene,  was  born 
August  6,  1851;  married  John  Livingston 
Barton,  whose  mother  came  from  Scotland, 
and  became  an  early  settler  of  the  town  of 
Harmony.  Shortly  after  the  discovery  of 
gold  in  California,  he  made  the  trip  to 
California,  via  Cape  Horn,  and  while  in 
San  Francisco  became  a  member  of  the  Knight 
Templar  Order.

ELIA  EUDORA  WELLMAN  (Ira  Isam,  Homer, Barnabas ,  Captain  Barnabas, 
Captain  Gideon,  William,  William) ,  was  born  on  September  28,  1857,  in 
Harmony,  Chautauqua  County,  New  York,  daughter  of  Ira  Isam  and  Eveline 
Smiley  Wellman ;  died  on  October  3,  1920  in  Jacksonville,  Florida,  and 
is  buried  in  Lakeview  Cemetery,  Jamestown,  New  York.  She  married  on 
March  15,  1876  in  Harmony,  New  York,  Ephraim  DeLeslie  Allen,  born  on 
March  10,  1855,  in  Sugar  Grove,  Warren  County,  Pennsylvania,  son  of 
Ethan  III,  and  Catherine  Hubbard  Allen,  and  grandson  of  Ethan  II,  and 
Charlotte  Pierson  Allen,  who  were  among  the  early  (1823)  settlers  of 
Chautauqua  County,  originally  coming  from  Vermont  to  Genessee  County, 
New  York.  Charlotte  Pierson  was  a  direct  descendant  of  Henry  Pierson, 
Southhampton,  Long  Island,  New  York  in  1640.  It  was  related  by 
Ethan’s  mother,  Charlotte  Pierson  Allen,  that  on  the  day  her  son  was 
born,  his  father,  Ethan  was  at  the  Niagara  frontier  in  connection

with  the  American  defense  against  the  British  forces  during  the  War 
of  1812,  and  that  she  could  hear  the  sound  of  the  British  cannon  at 
Black  Rock,  New  York.  Ephraim  DeLeslie  Allen  died  on  March  L,  1913, 
in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  is  buried  in  Lakeview  Cemetery  at  Jamestown, 
New  York. 

About  the  year  1857,  Richard  Allen,  elder  brother  of  Ethan,  III, 
had  located  at  Tecumseh  in  Southern  Michigan,  while  some  of  the  Well¬ 
man  family,  who  had  previously  settled  in  Oakland  County,  Michigan, 
removed  to  more  virgin  territory,  in  the  Saginaw  Valley,  near  what  is 
now  the  town  of  Freeland,  Michigan.  During  the  summer  of  1859,  Ethan 
in  company  with  his  brother  Richard,  paid  a  visit  to  the  Saginaw 
Valley,  purchasing  a  farm  near  Freeland,  and  near  the  end  of  1859,  he 
removed  from  New  York  to  Michigan  by  covered  wagons  and  settled  on 
his  new  farm.  Ephraim  DeLeslie  Allen,  one  of  the  eight  children  then 
born  to  Ethan  and  Catherine  Hubbard  Allen,  was  one  of  the  family 
group  to  make  this  historic  trip,  and  spent  his  early  childhood  in 
Michigan.  At  that  period,  Indians  were  quite  numerous  in  that  sec¬ 
tion  of  country;  deer  and  wild  game  was  plentiful,  and  the  white  pine 
forests  of  Michigan  were  still  standing.  It  was  no  uncommon  occur¬ 
rence  to  find  in  the  early  morning,  deer  lying  down  among  the  cattle 
in  the  barn  yard. 

At  tie  age  of  twelve  years,  Ephraim  alone  of  his  eight  brothers 
and  sisters,  returned  to  Chautauqua  County,  New  York,  where  he  grew 
to  manhood,  making  his  home  with  his  Uncle  and  Aunt,  Lucius  E.  and 
Delia  King  Hubbard,  who  had  no  children  of  their  own,  and  who  were 
well  known  farmers  of  Harmony;  his  parents  Josiah  and  Polly  Hall  Hub¬ 
bard,  having  been  early  settlers  of  Harmony,  and  moving  to  Chautauqua 
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County  from  Otsego  County,  New  York. 

Ephraim  DeLeslie  Allen  was  educated  in  the  public  schools,  and 

» 

early  acquired  an  aptitude  for  singing  and  the  teaching  of  music, 
possessing  a  good  tenor  voice.  During  most  of  his  adult  life,  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  operating  his  farm,  he  conducted  musical  classes,  and  sever 
al  "singing  schools"  in  his  community,  including  Sugar  Grove,  Pennsyl 
vania.  Until  his  removal  to  Jamestown,  New  York,  he  directed  the 
church  choir  of  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  church  at  Watts  Flats, 
New  York,  and  took  an  active  part  in  one  or  more  musical  festivals 
and  conventions  at  the  Chautauqua  Assembly,  Chautauqua,  New  York. 

Late  in  1892,  he  removed  from  his  farm  to  Jamestown,  New  York,  where 
he  built  a  home  at  108  Broadhead  Avenue  and  lived  until  his  death  in 
1913  with  short  absences  in  Michigan,  Florida  and  Cleveland,  Ohio. 
While  a  resident  of  Jamestown,  he  continued  his  musical  and  church 
activities,  and  was  for  some  years  a  member  of  the  Official  Board  of 
the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  that  city.  Commencing  in 
1876,  until  his  death  in  1913,  he  consistently  kept  a  daily  diary  of 
every  day  events,  weather  conditions,  and  personal  items  now  of  con¬ 
siderable  historical  value;  the  entire  set  of  diaries  now  being  in 
the  possession  of  the  writer. 

Ella  Wellman  Allen  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  the 
Jamestown  Union  School  and  Collegiate  Institute  at  Jamestown,  New 
York.  For  a  short  period  before  her  marriage,  she  like  her  twin  sis¬ 
ters  Ivagene  and  Josephine,  taught  school.  She  also  acquired  a  musi 
cal  education,  and  for  many  years  was  organist  in  her  church.  In  her 
neighborhood,  she  was  many  times  called  upon  to  nurse  the  sick  and 
possessed  great  adaptability  for  such  work.  Sometime  after  the  date 
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of  her  husband's  death,  she  disposed  of  the  family  home  in  Jamestown, 
New  York,  removing  to  Jacksonville,  Florida,  where  she  made  her  home

with  her  daughter,  Delia  Eveline  Allen  until  her  death  in  1920.

LUCIUS  EPHRAIM  ALLEN  (Ella  Wellman  Allen,  Ira  Isam,  Homer,  Barnabas, 
Captain  Barnabas,  Captain  Gideon,  William,  William),  was  born  on  April 
8,  1877,  in  Harmony,  Chautauqua  County,  New  York,  son  of  Ephraim 
DeLeslie  and  Ella  Wellman  Allen,  and  grandson  of  Ethan  III,  and 
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Catherine  Hubbard  Allen,  He  married  February  18,  1903  in  Ann  Arbor, 
Michigan,  Cornelia  Christine  Koch,  born  May  14,  1875,  in  Ann  Arbor, 
Michigan,  and  daughter  of  John  George  and  Eva  Christine  Ott  Koch  of 
Ann  Arbor,  Michigan. 

Lucius  E.  Allen  was  born  and  lived  until  the  age  of  fifteen  „ 
years  on  his  parents*  farm  in  Harmony,  N.  Y.,  attending  a  one  room 
school  house  then  known  as  the  **01d  Mexican"  school  house,  located 
about  one-half  mile  from  his  home.  Many  games  were  played  at  school 
in  those  days,  that  are  now  seldom  heard  of,  such  as  "Tom,  Tom,  Pull 
Away",  "Snap  and  Ketch  *Em",  "Snap  the  Whip",  Etc.,  but  the  favoriet 
sport  for  the  boys  at  recess  during  the  summer  was  to  see  how  quick 
one  could  run  down,  undress  and  jump  into  the  "Old  Swimming  Hole". 
Physical  punishment  for  infractions  of  the  rules  by  the  teacher  upon 
the  pupil  was  the  rule  in  those  days,  and  few  escaped  during  their 
school  days.  If  space  permitted,  many  interesting  tales  could  be 
told  of  this  period. 

In  the  fall  of  1891  he  entered  the  Jamestown,  N.  Y.  Grammar 
School,  Room  No.  1,  taught  by  Mrs.  Sarah  L.  Hall,  a  relative  of  the 
Allen  family.  Both  Sarah  Hall,  and  her  sister  Calista  Jones,  who  was 
a  teacher  for  50  years,  were  noted  teachers  in  South  Western  New  York 
at  that  period,  and  both  mother  and  son  had  the  honor  of  attending 
Miss  Jones’  classes.  In  1896  the  State  Board  of  Regents  raised  the 
qualifications  for  High  school  graduation  from  50  to  62  counts,  so 
that  the  class  of  1897,  of  which  Lucius  Allen  was  Corresponding  Sec¬ 
retary,  was  the  smallest  to  graduate  for  several  years,  there  being 
only  twenty  in  the  class,  equally  divided  between  boys  and  girls. 
Genial  Professor  Frank  S.  Thorpe  was  Principal,  and  Miss  Mary  Willard, 
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Preceptress  of  the  High  School,  both  excellent  instructors.  In 

1897-8,  he  continued  school  work,  taking  several  post  graduate  cours- 

> 

es.  For  several  years  previous  to  1898,  there  had  been  built  up  a 
well  trained  High  School  Cadet  Corps,  at  one  time  composed  of  a  full 
Battalion  of  three  companies,  under  the  efficient  training  of  George 
F.  Hale,  an  officer  of  the  13th  Separate  Company  (Fenton  Guards)  of 
the  New  York  State  National  Guard.  The  corps  was  completely  uniform¬ 
ed  in  West  Point  fatigue  uniforms,  carried  Springfield  rifles,  and 
were  permitted  to  drill  in  the  State  Armory. 

In  April,  1898,  the  Spanish  American  War  broke  out,  and  he,  with 
some  twenty  other  cadets,  graduates  and  students  of  the  Jamestown 
High  School,  volunteered  for  military  service  thru  the  13th  Separate 
Co.  National  Guard  New  York,  which  company  was  later  designated  Com¬ 
pany  "E"  and  assigned  to  the  65th  Regiment,  Buffalo,  New  York,  under 
command  of  Colonel  San*  Welch,  with  which  regiment  they  served  until 
close  of  the  war.  Immediately  after  muster  out  of  service,  he  enter¬ 
ed  the  University  of  Michigan,  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan,  receiving  his  de¬ 
gree  in  June  1902.  During  his  last  year  in  college,  he  was  appointed 
Assistant  in  Physical  Chemistry  under  Dr.  George  A.  Hulett,  who  later 
became  Professor  of  Physical  Chemistry  at  Princeton  University. 

From  May  1902  until  November  1905,  he  sucessively  held  positions 
as  Chief  Chemist  for  the  Crescent  Portland  Cement  Co.,  Wampum,  Penna . 
and  Chemist  and  Assistant  Engineer  for  the  New  Castle  Portland  Cement 
Co.,  New  Castle,  Penna.  During  this  period  he  became  actively  asso¬ 
ciated  with  Herman  E.  Brown,  Felix  Gunther,  Edwin  N.  Norris,  E.  N. 
Ohl,  Elmer  I.  Phillips,  and  others,  prominent  in  the  development  of 
the  Portland  Cement  industry  in  the  Pittsburgh  district.  While  a 
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resident  in  New  Castle,  Pennsylvania,  he  married,  and  had  one  son 

DeLeslie  Lucius,  born  October  26,  1904* 

/ 

In  November  1905,  he  removed  to  Belleville,  Ontario,  Canada,  to 
become  Chief' Engineer  and  Works  Manager  of  the  Belleville  Portland 
Cement  Co.,  Ltd.,  with  which  company  he  was  associated  until  1908,  re¬ 
signing  his  position  to  organize  in  association  with  Frederick  R. 
Lingham,  the  Ontario  Limestone  &  Clay  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  which  company  the 
late  Sir  Mackenzie  Bowell,  K.C.M.G.,  became  President.  During  this 
period  he  commenced  his  consulting  and  construction  engineering  prac¬ 
tice,  including  some  ten  years  service  as  County  Engineer  of  Hastings 
County,  Ontario,  Canada,  during  which  period  he  organized  a  program 
of  bridge  rebuilding  and  carried  out  the  construction  of  numerous  im¬ 
portant  steel  and  reinforced  concrete  bridges  throughout  the  county. 
From  1909  until  1922,  he  took  an  active  part  in  the  good  roads  move¬ 
ment  in  Canada,  and  was  honored  by  election  in  1920  as  President  of 
the  Ontario  Good  Roads  Association,  and  a  Director  of  the  Dominion 
Good  Roads  Association,  then  very  important  factors  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  good  roads  throughout  the  country.  In  1914  he  was  delegated 
by  the  Ontario  Government  to  make  a  study  and  report  on  European  engi¬ 
neering  methods,  and  visited  Europe  in  this  connection  until  after 
the  outbreak  of  the  World  War,  which  occurred  while  he  was  in  Paris, 
France . 

During  the  period  from  the  commencement  of  the  World  War  until 
1918,  he  continued  engineering  and  construction  work,  including  im¬ 
portant  construction  work  for  the  Imperial  Munitions  Board.  In  1918 
he  was  appointed  Consulting  Engineer  by  the  U.  S.  Ordnance  Corps,  and 
assigned  to  supervise  construction  and  operations  at  the  U.  S.  Ni- 
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trate  Plant  No.  2,  located  at  Muscle  Shoals,  Alabama,  a  sixty  million 

dollar  project.  Following  resignation  from  service  in  1919,  he  be- 

> 

came  associated  with  William  I.  Bishop  and  the  Peter  Lyall  &  Sons  Co. 
Engineers  and  Constructors,  of  Montreal,  Quebec,  as  Chief  Engineer  in 
Charge  of  the  reconstruction  of  the  Longuile-Chambly  Highway,  and  al¬ 
so  work  on  the  Queen  Victoria  Bridge  across  the  St.  Lawrence  River  at 
Montreal,  Quebec. 

After  seventeen  years  residence  in  Canada,  and  following  his 
son's  graduation  from  the  Belleville,  Ontario,  High  School,  he  remov¬ 
ed  to  Detroit,  Michigan,  in  May  1922,  where  he  continued  engineering 
and  construction  work  for  several  years.  During  this  period  he  car¬ 
ried  out  over  a  period  of  four  years,  an  extensive  series  of  engineer 
ing  tests  of  building  materials  used  in  the  Detroit  district,  the  re¬ 
sults  of  which  were  subsequently  published. 

In  March  1931,  he  received  an  appointment  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  as  Senior  Civil  Engineer,  with  assignment  to  the  New  York 
Navy  Yard,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  in  charge  of  the  re-construction  of  Dry 
Dock  No,  2,  a  half  million  dollar  project,  almost  entirely  carried 
out  by  local  labor.  Following  completion  of  this  project,  he  trans¬ 
ferred  to  work  under  the  Treasury  Department  in  connection  with  the 
supervision  of  the  construction  of  public  buildings,  including  Post 
Offices,  Federal  Court  Houses,  Quarantine  Stations,  U.  S.  Coast 
Guard  work,  etc.,  with  which  work  he  has  been  engaged  until  this 
(1940)  date. 

During  his  life  to  date  (1940)  he  has  been  elected  to  membership

schools  of  Belleville,  Ontario,  Canada,  and  graduated  from  the 
Belleville  High  School  in  June,  1922.  Following  removal  of  his 
parents  from  Canada  to  Detroit,  Michigan,  in  May,  1922,  he  continu¬ 
ed  his  education,  attending  the  Detroit  Junior  College,  following 
which  he  entered  the  University  of  Michigan  at  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan, 
from  which  university  he  received  his  bachelors  degree  in  1928, 
specializing  in  business  administration.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Sigma  Pi  fraternity,  and  won  his  class  numerals  as  a  member  of  the 
track  team. 

During  this  period  he  also  acquired  banking  experience  as  a 
teller  with  the  Detroit  Savings  Bank.  While  associated  with  this
